MARYVILLE, Mo., Jan, 12.— 
(INB)—A mob’s vengeance for the 
attacking and slaying. of Velma 
Colter, young rural school teacher, 
was completed ay with the 
burning to death of Raymond 
Gunn, Negro, who had confessed 
to the crime. . 

The: Negro was seized by the mob 
as he was‘being taken from the jail 
to the courthouse here to enter a 
plea. of guilty. 

Striking unexpectedly, the mob 

surrounded Sheriff Harve England, 
dragged the Negro from the sher- 
iff’s. car and marched him to the 
scene of the crime, a one room 
frame school house, three miles 
southwest of here. 
* The Negro was then chained to 
the roof of the school house, the 
building saturated with gasoline 
and then set afire. 


MARYVILLE, Mo., Jan. 12.— 
(INS) — Raymond Gunn, Negro, 
alleged slayer of Velma Colter, 
young. school‘ teacher, was taken 
away from officers here today and 
spirited away by a mob of approx- 
imately 250 men. The Negro was 
being taken from the county jail 
to the courthouse for trial. 

With. the Negro in their posses- 
sion the mob entered several auto- 
mobiles and drove out of town. 

It was believed the mob intended 
to lynch the Negro. ,

and confessed the slaying. ; 

According to a deputy sheriff 
who gave an eyewitness account of 
the mob’s seizing of the Negr6, the

save the Negro but the crowd was 
so violent that the sheriff was in- 
jured and the Negro’ successfully 
spirited away.

“When word got around that the 
Negro had been seized hell broke 
loose. People poured out-of the 
courtroom and .from. stores and 
homes; The streets around the 
courthouse were’ packed. fay 
“None of the mob wore masks.

PROGRAM WOULD 
"HELP BUSINESS 


Chairman of Largest 
Bank Would Reduce 
War Debts 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(INS)— 
A constructive program for busi- 
ness revival in 1931 was outlined 
today by Albert H. Wiggin, chair- 
man of. the governing board of the 
Chase National bank in his annual 
report to stockholders today. 

Wiggin, head of the world’s larg- 
est banking institution, which had 
record resources of $2,697,328,855 
at the end of 1930, in his recom- 
mendations favors: 

(1) Modification of the capital 
gains tax from 12 1-2 per cent to 
not more than 7 1-2 per cent and 
application of the entire proceeds 
of this revenue to a reduction of 
public debt; 

(2) That the United States gov- 
ernment intiate a reduction in the 
inter-allied debts at this time be- 
cause its importance is far great- 
er than the dollar magnitude of 
the debts involved: 

(3) Abolition of price fixing and 
a policy of keeping the markets 
open and prices free; 

(4) Opposition to federal legis- 
lation that would force the coun- 
try’s large banks into a competitive 
struggle for supremacy, and 

(4) Moderate reduction of wages 
designed to reduce costs and to 
increase both employment and the 
buying power of labor.

POWER STATUS 
LOOMS AS BIG 
ISSUE IN 1932 


Opponents of Hoover 
Picture Him Friend 
Of the Trust 


By GEORGE R. HOLMES 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(INS) 
— President Hoover’s dramatic 
clash with the senate over the new 
Federal Power commission is re- 
garded ‘by the more thoughtful 
politicians in Washington as fur- 
nishing a prelude to the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1932, which, in a 
broad sense, is not far away. 

Ask any politician, of either 
party, in Washington today what 
the prime issues of that campaign 
will be and the answer invariably 
will be: “prohibition and power.” 
The order is sometimes reversed, 
but the answer is always the 
same. 

CALLED “POWER FRIEND” 

The issue springs from the grass- 
roots. For there is scarcely a state 
but which has the question of pow- 
er development and control before 
it in one way or another. There 
are, on the one hand, those who 


believe the vast natural.and unde- [ 


veloped power resources of the 


E.| country should: be owned and de- 


veloped by. state and federal 
agencies. As opposed to this school 
of thought, there is that which fa- 
vors private ownership and control, 
under public regulation. To this 
latter school, the very thought of 
public ownership and control is 
anathema. 

President Hoover’s political op- 
ponents, both in his own party and 
in the Democratic party, have 
sought to picture him as the friend 
and supporter of the so-called 
“power trust”. The action of his

“FALSE ISSUE”—HOOVER 

His opposition to the Norris bill 
providing for governmental devel- 
opment and operation of the great 
power plant at Muscle Shoals fur- 
nished his opponents with another 
opportunity to accuse him of 
friendliness to the power interests, 
which for ten years have maintain- 
ed a militant and aggressive lobby 
in Washington against the Norris 
bill. 


President Hoover himself took 
cognizance of this. situation— 
and its political potentialities — in 
his statement explaining his re- 
fusal to re-submit the names of his 
power commissioners to the sen- 
ate, in response to the senate’s de- 
mand for them. 

“I cannot,” he said, pointedly, 
“allow. a false issue to be placed 
before the country. There is no is- 
sue for or against power com- 
panies.” 

Further on, he all but directly 
accused his opponents of trying to 
fasten upon him politically the la- 
bel of champion of the sol-called 
power trust. 

NORRIS BILL COMING 

“The resolution of the senate,” 
he said, “may have the attractive 
political merit of giving rise to a 
legend that those who voted for it 
are ‘enemies of the power interests’ 
and, inferentially, those who voted 
against it are ‘friends of the power 
interests,’ and it may contain a 
hope of symbolizing me as a de- 
fender of the power interests.” 

More will be heard of this during 
the next year. It is likely that be- 
fore another three months Presi- 
dent Hoover will have an oppor- 
tunity to either approve or veto the 
Norris bill, which will throw fur- 
ther light in the issue that many 
politicians consider is looming 
more and more important for 1932.

CANNIBALS OF 
NEW GUINEA TO 
BE UNDER RULE 


Head Hunters of the 
Interior Are Now | 


Being Subdued | 


SAN FRANCISCO — (INS)— A} 
man to be envied by adventuresome 
youngsters is E. W. P. Chinnery, 
whose business is fighting canni- | 
bals and head hunters in remote | 
sections of the Pacific South Seas. | 
Chinnery is a government anthro- 
pologist for the Australian mandat- 
ed territory of New Guinea. He 
sailed for his cannibal domain re- 
cently following a 12-months tour 
of the world under the auspices of 
the Rockefeller Foundation. 

“There is probably no more in- 
teresting place in the world than 
New Guinea,” said Chinnery. “Its 
wealth is untold. There are hills 
in the interior of almost solid gold, 
yet the country is so wild and un- 
developed as to make mining opera- 
tions extremely difficult and haz- 


OFFICE AT RABAUL 

Chinnery makes his headquart- 
ers at Rabaul, largest city and the 
territory’s principal seaport. His 
duties are to explore the interior 
with a view to bringing the savage 
tribes into the fold of civilization. 

the unconquered sections, 
which are gradually being brought 
under control, the scientist declares 
there dwells a savage race of can- 
nibals and head-hunters, known as 
Papuans, who are very warlike. 
They fight with spears, and bows 
and arrows, and their human foes, 
if defeated, are converted into food. 

Chinnery has headed many par- 
ties into the jungles of the interior. 
Friendly natives served him as 
guides. His expeditions were al- 
ways equipped with modern fire- 
arms which saved him and his com- 
rades from going into the soup ket- 
tles of the savages. After defeat- 
ing the natives in battle, doctors 
are sent in to treat their wounded 
and the white mans’ supremacy is 
established. Little by little the 
country is thus being conquered. 

CARE WINS FRIENDSHIP 

Once routed in battle, the say- 
ages are quick to fall into line and 
seldom give any trouble, Chinnery 
declared. Their permanent friend- 
ship is won through the care giv- 
en them. Those diseased are treat- 
ed and they are made to observe 
the white man’s code of sanitation 
and social relations. 

Copra is the leading industry of 
New Guinea at present, but mining 
of gold may soon surpass it. The 
richest gold mines are located only 
30 miles from the coast, but this is 
an eight day’s journey on foot, the 
only accessible way into the interi- 
or except by airplane. Several 
peaks ranging as high as 13,000 
feet have to be scaled to reach the 
gold fields. Mining companies are 
trying to produce smaxer units of 
machinery and larger airplanes, so 
that the machinery may be taken 
inland by plane.

You can excuse a mere thief of money. But he who takes 
a human life in the guise of an ambassador of medicine 
and mercy cannot be too severely condemned, 

The sick have long been the victims of quacks. The old- 
est manuscript and the earliest printed medical books 
give marvelous recipes for the cure of all manner of 
disease. Some of these were the work of the lineal ances- 
tors of the modern physician and medical research worker. 
Others were produced by mere charlatans. 

We still have charlatans. The treatment of cancer is one 
of the most fruitful fields for the medical quacks of to- 
day—and one of the most deadly for his innocent, hopeful 
suffering victims. 

The man who tells you “I can cure cancer” and tries to 
sell you his pills or salves you may put down as a charla- 
tan. The only effective ways of treating cancer known to- 
day are surgery and radium. But neither the surgeon nor 
the radiologist will tell you definitely that he can cure 
your cancer, tho he may offer good hope if you can con- 
sult him very early. 


We suppose if Leech’s dear old mother or father were dy- 
ing of cancer he would torture them with operations, radium 
or x-ray, and then Jet old Doc slide them off to the grave 
with a little box of morphine pills in an attempt to quiet the 
pam caused by the blundering ignorance of their own son. 

What a world! : 

How blind some people really are to medical progress. Mr. 
Leech draws possibly $100 per week as editor, and we will 
send him a copy of this editorial, so that if he is smart, he 
can come to Muscatine and get Mr. Baker’s certified check 
for $5,000: that still remains in a local bank. 

If cancer is not curable except by operation, radium or 
X-ray, Mr. Leech surely knows it because in the last para- 
graph of his editorial, he says that if a patient is alive five 
years after treatment, the method cured him; but if he is 
alive five years after treatment, and anything but surgery, 
radium or X-ray was used, then the patient did not have can- 
cer.

“One might with reason believe that future journalism 
will lead sovereign public opinion to recognize not only the 
brutality but the futility of war; to encourage all scientific 
causes; to expose and thereby check ompr legalized system 
of gambling in listed securities and take such trading out 
of its present atmosphere of secrecy, hysteria and reckless 
greed; devise a banking system which will protect the in- 
nocent depositor; an agricultural system which will not im- 
poverish the farmer and worker at one end and the poor- 
family consumer at the other; provide a system of national 
and international distribution and credit which will forbid 
for all time the spectacle of the people of one nation starv- 
ing because of a fault in nature while those of another land 
are poor because they have over-produced life’s necessi- 
ties; shame the business of feeding wheat to cattle in the 
west, while bread-lines form in New York; obtain a better 
and clearer conception of the right of man to read and 
learn the facts or opinions of others, without the interven- 
tion of so-called better minds, thus abolishing the last ves- 
tiges of the censorship which plays on the press of this 
day through fear of unjust libel action, vindictive contempt 
of court citation or commercial or personal reprisal; and, 
let us hope recognize the public injustice that lies in the 
publication of self-serving propaganda, disguised as news, 
published without attempt at authentication, often merely 
to bait a paid advertisement.”

Wealth certificates for children 
issued by chiropractors or osteo- 
pathists are acceptable by school | 
boards throughout the state ac-| 
cording to a recent letter written | 
by G. G. Blake, assistant attorney | 
general of Iowa. The letter, which | 
is in answer to a query of Dr. D.! 
C. Steelsmith, commissioner of |

IOWA DAIRYING MAKES 
MONEY 


The extension service of Iowa 
State college pays for itself many 
times over in actual dollars and 
cents benefits to Iowa agriculture 
each year, says R. K. Bliss, direc- 
tor of extension. 

As an example Director Bliss cites 
the work done in dairying. Through 
the organization of cow testing as- 
sociations and the promotion of 
better feeding and management 
practices, the extension service has 
aided in increasing the average 


butterfat production per cow. The! 


slogan has always been “Not more 
but fewer and better cows.” 

Although the number of cows in 
Iowa has increased only 17 percent 
since 1920, production of butter has 
increased 140 percent or more than 
double. 

The animal husbandry specialists 
important part in 
raising the average number of pigs 
raised per litter from 4.5 pigs in 
1922 to 58 pigs in 1930.
